The chief items 
of expense were $22,250 for the 
pay of election officials, and 
$3090 for rent of polling 
places. 

As the highest vote cast on 
any amendment was 61,341,

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The School Patrons’ Alliance 
showed itself a much bigger factor 
than the Democratic City Commit- 
tee in yesterday's vote. on the pro- 
posed constitutional amendments in 
St. Louis. 

The school patrons, organiza- 
tions of parents in various school 
districts, have made an active fight 
for several weeks past on Amend- 
ment No. 15, which provided for an 
elective State Board of Education, 


with power to name a Commission- 
er of Education. 

Amendment No. 15 was the only 
one on which the vote of this city 
was adverse, and the majority 
against it was heavy. The vote was 
31,012 against and 20,329 for the 
amendment. 

No. 7 Has Lead in City. 
The Democratic organization 


centered its fight on Amendment 
No. 7, providing for court reform 
and a new judicial system. This 
amendment had a lead of nearly 
12.000 votes in St. Louis, the vote 
being 31,025 for it and 19,294 
against. The “‘no”’ vote was smaller 
than that on three of the other 
amendments, besides the _ school 
amendment. 

The echool amendment was 
ahead in only four wards, and the 
only ward where it had a large lead 
was the Twenty-eighth. In that 
ward some of the school organiza- 
tions had declined to join in the 
fight against the amendment. 

The court amendment, No. 7, op-

There were margins against it in 
two downtown river wards, the 
Third and Fourth, and in the Ninth, 
Eleventh and FWighteenth, the last- 
named ward giving a majority of 
only six against it.
